The species shown if figure 9 will be examined with the species of figures 1 and 2 
because the drawing shows a head, neck and door configuration identical with figures 1 and 2, 
not with the separate connection of the head to the uppermost portion of the carabiner that is 
independent of the door as shown in the species of figures 3-6 or with a spring to mount the head 
as shown in figure 9.
